“T would rather be a coward on the
high seas, than a corpse on any beach
of the world!™ This {s the slogan of
Captain John Collingwood, master of
the fine British bark Iverna, who
chose to beat off and on during the
thirty-three days of tempestuous
weather that has harried thiz coast,
rather than run the risk of losing his
ship and his men by hovering along
a lee shore; and the lesson ls strongly
patent and wholegome when viewed In
the light of the two disasters whose
records were completed with the
beaching of the Peter Iredale and the
Galena during that same period and
in this very locality. The fact that
this was Captain Collingwood's first
trip to American waters does not de-
tract from the lesson at all, but rath-
er accentuates it, since It was a pri-

’ mary principle of navigation with him

and not the issue of frequent salling
here, nor familiarity with the coast.
And he had to contend with an evil
that did not annoy the others, a
dreadfully foul ship, stralght from
the troples, loaded to the water sur-
face with tons of dragging sea-growth
that made hls ship hard to handle in
the very maneuvers usually employed
in the saving of a ship well inshore,
It is a bt of tutelage In the selence
of seamanship that may well be tak-
en to heart by masters predisposed to
risk. He brought his ship inte part,
trim and clean and snug, with his crew
intact, as a good navigator delights
to do and while his duty is wholly
done @and he clalms no atom of credit
fory It, he Is, In the light of the two
unhappy events alluded to, In pos-
sasslon of a clailm his modesty has
not yet apprised him of.
